The 15 day M Whiting, M. Spelman and Hodg. went to the Clerk, where M. hits 
declared the fame words he had done before to che Warden, but the Clerke refuſed 4 
to the ſaid Hodg. upon pretence of a former entry to one Warren. 

The 16 day M. Whiting and M. Spelman went to Stationers-hall, and there at a publique 
Court M. Whiting diſclamed the Entrance of Warren, as ſurreptitious, and declared his agree- 
a. - 2 as formerly he had done to the Warden and the Clerks, but no Entry was 

The 16 day of October M. $ pelman M. Richiſon, M. | went with Hodg. to the 
Hall, where he preſented the Copy, and required Entrance, but was put off, . 

The 5 of Panuary M. Spelman and M. whiting went with Hodg. again to a publique Court, 
where he pteſented the Copy requiring Entrance, but was put off again, &c. 

This cauſed M. Whiting to complain to the Lord chiefe-Juſtice of the per- Bench, who 
(accompanied with 3 or 4 other of the Judges) after hearing all that could be ſaid by the 
Company, for neglecting to enter to Hodg. as alſo what Warren could ſay for his pretended 
claim; and voce Ordered, That the former pretended Entry to Warren, fo ſurreptitiouſly 
obtein'd, ſhould be oblirerate, and the ſaid Copy be Entred de novo to the ſaid Hodghin/on, 

The 20 of October 1657.the 17 yeers of King Charles began to be printed, during the print- 
ing whereof, M. hiting hath divers times declared to the ſeveral Workmen,and to ſundry o- 
the: Perſons(before them in the Work-houſe)which he hath brought thither to ſee that work, 
and Printing; That he had agreed with M. Hodgksyſ. for printing of Sir Georg Crooks Re- 
ports, and that the book, then in hand, of King Charles his 17 yeers ; was not a third part of 
it: for there was beſide 22 yeers of King Zames his time, and 11 ycers of Queen Elizabeths 
time; Before the ſaid Workmen, the ſaid M. #hiting hath often been angry with the ſaid 
Hoag. for ff niſhing what work he had before, and forbad him to entertain any other worke ; 
alluring him that he would finde him worke for 7 yeers, with the books aforeſaid ; And hee 
hath diven Cuſtomers from his the ſaid Hodg.houſe that have come to him about work. 

The 2 3 of March, two Book-ſellers came into the Workhouſe of the ſaid Hodg. and in the 
preſence of the Workmen, did much importune the ſaid Hodg. to take and print for them what 
"umber of ſheets he pleaſed of the Lord Hubbard Reports; but Hodg. told them he could 
nor entertain their work untill he had acquainted M. Whiting, and obtein'd his conſent. 

The 26 day, M. Whiting being in the Workhouſe,the ſaid Hoag-moved him for his conſent ; 
but he refuſed, ſaying, That there were Reports of one Bulſtrode Whitlocks printing, which he 

would not for 1001. ſhould come out before his 11 yeers of King James; and therfore wil- 
ted the ſaid Hodg. not to think of entertaining any other worke, but to finiſh the 1 7 yeers of 

King Charles with all ſpeed, and to print for him the 11 yeers of king James by Michaelmas. 

Shortly after Hodg. told M. biting that King Charles was neer done, and deſired to know 
if the Copy for King James his time were ready or not; if it were not, and that the pre fle, for 
want thereof, ſhonld ſtand till, ir would be very chargeable : Wherenpon within a day or 
two after M. Whiting brought the laid Copy into the ſaid Workhoulc, where Hodg. calt it off, 
and concluded that the laſt 11 yeers of King James ſhould make a ſecond Volume. 

About the 30 of May King Charles was liniſhed, and Hed, asking N. y hiting for the Co- 
py of King Fame his time, to goe in hand with all; M hiting told him it was in Iuſt. Hales 
hand for peruſall, but promiſed faithfully to bring it to him in 2 fortnight : The ſaid Mafter 
7hiting came again within 2 or 3 dayes and deſired Hoag. to provide worke for Moneth, if 
he could; for (being tyred) he had a mind to goe into the Country - and then promiſed with- 
ont faile to bring the ſaid Copy to him, within a moneth ; but failed then as before, 
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
